As  it  Uiust  appear  to  your  Excellency  tiiiit  this  subjccl  involves  in  I  crest -«  of  the  hi^ln'st  impnrliucc  to  socict\,aiid  in 
ft  gro'it  measure  the  safety  end  proteelioit  of  life,  we  would  earnestly  recommend  to  your  I'lxcelleiicy's  con-ideratioii  tlio 
Bill  iiereunto  annexed,  ns  tnkon  in  pnit  from  Heetioim  of  27lli  Will.  IV.  ("hap.  I,  and  entiiuled  "  Mill  for  llie  Heguhition 
of  the  Studies  of  Apothecaries  luid  the  Sale  of  Poisons." 

Tim  other  sidjects  iiaduded  in  the  Report  of  the  Mo.ird  of  (ioveruors  of  the  Cillei^e  of  I'liysi'  iaiis  and  Siirn'coiiM, 
come  mora  immodiately  niidor  your  l'^\colloney's  pi'erogaiive,  and  among  them  oiut  has  reference  to  "the  appcuninn  ut, 
of  n  Commissiiiii  under  whose  diro(^lioiH  should  bo  enforc<'d  lli.is(»  hyjrii^nie  rules  or  measures  which  h.ive  been  recog- 
n'\T.oi\  as  Rer\iceablc,  during  the  picvalein'c  ot'epulemicn,  for  sei'uring  the  healih  of  towns,  A-c," 

On  this  portion  of  the  Report  your  .Nb'iuorialisls  would  respect I'ldly  olnerve  ; 

That  as  sanitary  ineasuns  are  inoonteHtdbly  of  the  highe>t  importance  to  all  countries,  ami  paitieulirly  to  (his 
Prov  inci',  w  here  JMigely  populated  localities  extend,  in  a  liiii'cl  line  of  cnniiiiuuiention,  several  hundred  miles,  (bus  brliig- 
ing  tlie  inliabiliints  jnlu  coiisiaiil  and  iminediiite  intereoui.»e  with  tlio-i' but  rei'ciitiy  laudi'd  from  on  beard  of  ship*, 
—111  whitdi  uiii  nnlreipn-ntly  the  ino-t  malignant  mid  eoidagious  diseases  have  picMuled  during  long  voyages  at  sea, 
■ — we  regret,  that  tlie  I'loviucid  Act  now  in  force,  and  cnminonly  c.dled  the  "Central  Hoard  of  llenllli  Act,"  should 
Uhvu  been  so  fiameil  as  (o  prove  oxUemLly  del'eetive  ill  its  operutionB. 


'^-iau:' 
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An  extended  experience  of  those  ealamitouB  and  disastrous  periods  in  which  it  has  been  enforced,  has  flilly  oon- 
vinced  your  Memorialii'tA  that  this  Act  is  ^together  inrjflequat#  fl>r  ensujriag^  those  {trompt,  comprehensive,  and  vigo- 
rous incasuroB  so  urgently  demanded  on  the  approach  and  invasion  of  a  great  aikd  diaslraotivfr  p<»tilence  or  malignant 
diseaf e ;  and  the  hotter  to  provide  to  the  pupalaUon  at  laige  the  beiiefit  and  protection  of  wdlioonsidered  and  dBoietjt 
sanitary  measures,  with  all  the  appliances  that  modern  scien  'i  can  devise,  wo  would  most  earnestly  reeommend  to  your 
Excellency  that  none  but  men  of  distinguished  professional  ac  -;uirements  atul  practical  experience  should  be  entrusted 
with  the  execution  of  these  measures, — the  more  especially  as  their  minds  will  have  been  trained  to  the  investigation 
and  solution  <it  abstruse  subjects,  and  therefore  omcrgently  prepared  to  enghge  in  all  enquiries  connected  widi  public 
hygiene,  with  correct  information  and  without  prejudice. 

As  it  is,  furthermore,  evident  tliat  it  can  only  be  in  proportion  to  the  extent  to  which  these  measures  are  scientifi- 
cally and  systematically  carried  out,  that  any  substantial  benefits  can  be  secured,  your  Memorialists  would  wiv/i  iefer- 
eaoa  suggest,  that  that  Act  should  receive  soeh  amendments  as  wonld  enable  Commissioners,  appointed  under  ita  pro- 
visions, to  take  such  measures  of  promptitude  as  will  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case,  for  the  prevention,  or  at  least  the 
mitigation,  of  these  diseases,  without  reference  to  the  approbation  of  their  directions  and  regulations  by  any  other  exeou- 
tive  authority.  This  is  en  exception  which  of  late  years  has  loudly  called  for  public  consideration,  and  particularly  dur^ 
ing  the  existence  of  a  pesttilontial  typj  of  typhus,  in  seasons  of  scarcity  and  general  destitution  among  the  labouring 
chuses,  and  the  unexampled  intensity  and  fiitality  of  cholera. 

Your  Memorialists  may  be  |)eraitted  to  submit,  that,,  as  the  CoUcge  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  should,  in  our 
opinion,  present  the  aspect  of  a  vigorous  eaergetio  corporation,  whose  deliberations  have  constantly  in  view,  not  only 
the  honor,  elevation,  and  nsefulness  of  the  Medical  profession,  but  essentially  the  weTfitre  and  interest  of  the  public,  we 
deem  it  also  one  of  our  duties  to  awaken  a  stronger  feeling*  than  heretofore,  in  the  public  mind,  in  favor  of  our  Provin- 
cial College,  and  to  endeavor  by  every  public  means  to  create  a  closer  bond  with  the  Government  of  the  eeuntry. 
W(  lo  so  under  no  less  pn  analogy  than  the  College  of  Physicians  of  London,  as  well  as  those  of  Paris  and  other  Con- 
tinental countries,  tliO'to  learned  bodies  being  affiliated  to  and  associated  with  their  respective  governments  in  nil  matters 
connected  with  so  important  and  vital  a  subject  as  the  public  health. 

Your  Memuriaiists  having  in  view  the  rapidly  increasing  population  of  this  part  of  the  Province,  and  the  inevitable 
future  inadequHcy  of  the  Bunuport  Lunatic  Asylum  to  meet  the  wants  of  a  most  uoforhmately  afflicted  portion  of  the 
human  family,  would  respectfully  represent  to  your  Excellency  the  necessity  for  the  cariy  erection  of  an  asylum  in  the 
immediate  ncigliborliood  of  the  City  of  Montreal,  on  tho  unoccupied  (grounds  which  have  been  for  so  many  years  pur- 
chuHod  for  that  purpose  by  the  Provinciul  Uovornment  Your  Memorialists  deem  it  their  duty  to  bring  this  subject 
proniiiiontly  before  your  Kxucllenoy,  as  one  embodying  the  truest  principliss  of  philanthropy. 

Another  iinpoitaut  subject  has  also  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and,  as  it  bears  reference  to 
"  the  appoiutniunt  of  nietlical  men  ns  Coroners,  or  Asaooiates,  ospeuially  in  the  largo  cities  of  tho  Province,"  your  Memo- 
rialists would  rcB|>eclfully  observe,  in  conclusion,  that,  an  it  has  long  been  a  matter  of  common  assent  in  England, 
Ireland,  the  I'liitodStHtesof  America,  and  Up])er  Canada,  strengthened  by  t!ie  opinion  of  the  highest  judicial  authorities 
in  tliesu  couiitrioH,  that  a  knowledge  of  medical  science,  comprising  medical  jurisprudence,  in  the  broadest  acceptation  of 
this  term,  is  the  most  material  (]ualiflcaUon  for  tho  peculiar,  and  oflon  difticiilt,  complicated,  and  delicate  functions  which 
a  coroner  Inn  to  perform,  they  would  earnestly  solicit,  that  in  the  exercise  of  your  Excellency's  prerogative,  appointments 
to  an  ofllce  of  such  umjuestionablo  importance  in  its  connection  with  the  criminal  jurisprudence  of  the  country,  should 
alone  be  cunfuirod  on  i>ersons  of  acknowledged  distinguished  acquirements  in  the  medical  profession,  as  being  more 
IHiciiliiirly  ()Ui(litled  to  disulinrgo  effuctuaily  tiio  dutiis  of  that  office.
